or other "Do-It- Yourself" subjects.

3 Hour Xotice 


"Operation Alert 1955," as it was 


designated, contemplated that the 
officials would have 3 hours and 20 
minutes notice in advance of the 
theoretical attack. 


The big question was: Could the 


President and his bnefcase bri- 
gade, embracing key workers from 
31 agencies, get out of town and 
swiftly take up, through emergency 
communications, the grim busi- 
ness of reorganizing the shattered 
nation and striking back at the 
enemy? 
. Eisenhower, promptly at the first 
sound of the siren, grabbed his 
hat walked hurriedly from his of- 


fice to an automobile which sped 
away for his secret relocation cen- 
ter. Five other cars were in the 
presidential motorcade.

Rev. Roman Pablo Novoa, 
canon deacon of the archdiocese.

were escorted to Ezeiza Airport by 
federal police and placed aboard 
an Argentine plane which depart- 
ed for Rome. Both are natives of 
this country. They had been taken 
Tuesday to police headquarters for 
questioning in connection with the 
disorders, in which more than a 
score were injured. 


Issues Decree 


Shortly before they were taken 


into custody the government is- 
sued a decree designed to dis- 
charge them from their church 
_pos£a. This involkedjwuold -Spanish" 
colonial law which gave .secular 
authorities power to dismiss or 
suspend priests held to have vio- 
lated their duties, the government 
said. 


Msgr. Tato as auxiliary bishop 


has been in effect head of the 
Catholic Church in Argentina dur- 
ing the illness of Santiago Luis 
Cardinal Copello, primate of the 
country. 


There has been no official an- 


nouncement concerning the pre- 
lates since they were taken to fed- 
eral "police headquarters late Tues- 
day. 


Stages Raids 


Early this morning federal po- 


lice staged a series of raids on 
residences of parish priests, ap- 
parently seeking evidence to sup- 
port the government contention 
that the clergy incited the clashes 
between supporters of President 
Juan D. Peron and the church. 


The semiofficial newspaper Dem- 


ocracia 
demanded expulsion of 


Msgr. Tato and Msgr. Novoa in an 
editorial published Monday. It said 
they and "all monsignors who hide 
their anti-Christian diatribes under 
their robes must go forever" to 
allow the country to live in peace.

Streamliner Plunges Off 
Rails in Colorado? 1 Dead 


FORT MORGAN, Colo. W—A Union Pacific railroad streamliner, 


the Los Angeles Challenger, plunged off a section of flooded tracks 
in northeastern Colorado, today, causing one death and numerous in- 
juries. 


A trainman was killed and at 


least five persons were reported 
hurt seriously. Numerous others 
also were injured. 


Fort Morgan firemen and other 


volunteers used boats to bring 
many of the injured out of wrecked 
coaches. All but four of the 16 
coaches on the westbound train left 
the rails, but only the locomotive 
and the two units behind it over- 
turned. 


The wreck was six miles east of 


Fort Morgan and about 85 miles 
northeast of Denver in an area of 
rolling farm and ranch lands. The 
tracks at that point cross a bridge 
spanning Wild Cat Creek near 
where it joins the South Platte 
River. 


A flash flood caused by torrun- 


tial rains rlurini? the night, swept 
down an old channel of Wild Cat 


Creek and spread water across the 
rails. About 200 feet of trackage 
was washed out. 


Muddy water flowed into some 


of the derailed coaches and made 
rescue operations difficult. 


Coroner Francis Jolhffe identi- 


fied the dead man as George F. 
Hobusch Jr. of Sandy, Utah- Jol- 
liffe said Hobusch was a member 
of the train crew and was in the 
second car behind the engine. 


The senously injured, all taken 


to a hospital here include a Mrs.

CDT, Traffic 
Council Topics 
Mayor Says Citizens' 
Reaction Is Negative 


The Dixon city council Tuesday night disposed of its regular busi- 


ness in five minutes then devoted the next half hour to a discussion 
of the extension of daylight time and of the current freight tram-traffic 
problem on River street. 


Mayor William Slothower told 


the councilmen that he was "dis- 
appointed" over the lack of public 
reaction to extending daylight time 
another 30 days and cited the fact 
that only 70 persons had voiced an 
opinion to the cfouncil members. 


He said that the reaction he re- 


ceived was about 50 per cent for 
the extension and about 50 per cent 
against the proposition. He ex- 
plained that he talked to about a 
half dozen people personally and 
received five phone calls and three 
letters. 


The mayor said that those op- 


posing the proposition consisted of 
farmers and parents who said that 
they are unable to get their chil- 
dren to bed while it is still day- 
light. 


Commissioners Ligouri Welch, 


Lyle Ballard and Paul Potts said 
that the opinions they received 
were for the extension by an over- 
whelming margin. 


He Favors It 


Mayor Slothower went on record 


by saying that he is personally in 
favor of extending the daylight 
time until the last Sunday in Oc- 
tober but pointed out that the 
"public answer is nil." 


Commissioner Ballard 
pointed 


out that several area cities have 
okayed the "fast time" extension 
but "wondered if it would not be 
wise to wait and see what Sterling 
and Rock Falls do with the propo- 
sition. 


Mayor Slothower said he would 


agree to Ballard's suggestion.

"Let's be the leader instead of the 
follower."

The current crop of reports from the revived Hoover com- 


mission has not aroused the same general admiration that 
greeted the original recommendations several years ago. But 
the newest report urging expansion of research and develop- 
ment is clearly commendable.

The commission believes the federal government is not 


spending enough money on. either civilian or military re- 
search programs. It described as "dangerous and false - 
economy any approach which would hold appropriations for 
these purposes to minimum levels. 
. 
Perhaps-the commission's most serious charge is that 


U. S. armed services lack daring and imagination in the de- 
velopment of radical new weapons. 
This is not the first time such a charge has been made. 


The record of World War H and after contains many exam- 
ples of superior technical advances by other nations. The 
United-States either matched these very late in the game, 
or is still behind.

- The evidence suggests that some of the gains we have 


managed have come almost in spite of the Pentagon, rather 
than because of it. 
It is said to be common knowledge among scientists who 


•' work with the military that only steady prodding by re- 


searchers and others outside normal channels produced some 
of our more exciting developments. Those in positions of 
control too often stood as a roadblock to progress. 


Apparently cnservative attitudes are partly to blame, 


but so also are habits of complacency in appraising what 
other countries are doing. On the basis of the record, one 
finds it difficult to understand what real ground there can 
be for complacency. 


When all else fails, and we acknowledge in certain spe- 


cific fields that a friendly competitor or a potential enemy 
has .either equaled or surpassed us, we fall back on the old 
American stand-by—superior production know-how. 


But we can be lulled into risky complacency by this as

I have ever seen have been infants 
and small children in hospitals in 
Mexico and the Middle East who 
were malnourished to the point of 
skin and bones. These youngsters 
were not getting enough food of 
any kind because their parents 
were so poor they could not buy 
enough even to feed their children. ! 


Many of them looked at death's 


door but many of them in the 
hospitals where I saw them were 
brought back to life by giving 
them an adequate diet. What hap- 
pened to them when they went 
home again I do not know. 


There 
are 
many 
interesting 


things about the feeding of in- 
fants. It was astonishing to me in 
Mexico, for example, to learn that 
the malnourished children 
men- 


tioned could be restored to good 
health by giving them food such 
as beans and com. These are the 
kinds of food they would have had 
at home if they had any at all. 
They did not need complicated 
feeding methods or highly refined 
foods.

When such feeding is possi- 
ble there is no need to argue the 
value of other methods. 


This does not mean, however, 


that infants cannot grow well and 
stay healthy if they are fed arti- 
ficially.

The starch, fat, 


protein and mineral needs are ex- 


cellently supplied in mother's milk.

In the artificially fed 
children,

stances besides the milk formula 
are even more desirable. . 


Cow's milk which forms the 


basis of most artificial 
feeding 


formulas, is somewhat different 
from human milk. It contains a 
larger amount of protein, a small- 
er amount of sugar, and there are 
some less important differences. 
When artificial feeding^are neces- 
sary, however, 
cow's 
milk, to 


which is added sugar in some 
form, serves as the basis of the 
formula.

venting anemia. 


The greatest gain in weight is 


during the first six months when

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Augustana Lutherans Ask 
Speedup in DP Program 


ST. PAUL, Minn. tf» —The Au- 


guttana Lutheran Church, holding ( 
its WJth annual convention, i* call- 
ing lor a «pe*d-up in the govern- 
ment'! program for admi»«on of 
displaced per*ons from Europe. . 


In a resolution passed Tuesday 


night, the 500 delegates pointed out 
that only about 10 per cent of 21*.- 
000 txpected immigrants had got- 
ten vi«a under the Refugee Re- 
lief Act of 1953. 


Another r e s o l u t i o n said the 


church deplored political expedi- 
ency a» a motive for enacting leg- 
islation at either national or local 
levels. 


"Living under the pressures of 


materialistic fanticism," the reso- 
lution read, "both church and state 
must meet the growing conflagra- 
tion of materialism and secular- 
asm with the fire of marching- 
faith." 
The Synod also pledged its co- 


operation with committee* plan- 
ning for the Lutheran World Fed- 
eration's third assembly, to be held 
In Minnesota's Twin Cities Aug. 
15-26, 1957. 


Establish Chair 


In A rising vote, delegates ap- 


proved establishment of a mis- 
sions and evangelism chair at Au- 
gustana Theological Seminary, 
Rock Island, 111. The new depart- 
ment will be cieated in memory 
of Dr. Sigfid E. Engstrom, who 
was director of American missions 
for Augustana Church from 1938 
until his death earlier this year 


The Synod voted a $3,326,350 


operating budget for 1957, with 
1,200 
local congregations 
being 


asked for $1,303,682 of that »um. 


Dr. Oscar A. Benson, president 


of tho Augustana Lutheran Church 
says church leaders are aware of 
the bad effects of military service

Deplore* Draft 


Dr. Oscar A. Benson spoke out 


Tuesday against any form of mili- 
tary training. Benson said, "What- 
ever interests are backing the per- 
Bistent efforts to militarize Ameri- 
ca, it certainly is not the Chris- 
tian churches." 


Ha said, "Church leaders are 


quite aware of the effects of 8 or 
10 years of constant indoctrination 
in military philosophy on the de- 
veloping minds of young men."
